Each will appoint State Organizers 
in their respective sections, such 
appointments being subject to the 
approval of the President. The 
State Organizers will appoint de- 
puties or assistants throughout their 
States. The deputies will report to 
their State Organizers, the State 
Organizers to their proper officer or 
committee man, and he will report to 
the President. In this way we 
should work up an effective organ- 
ization. If anyone in any section of 
the country should know some one in 
any other section whom he can in 
duce to join, he need uot refrain, 
but just go after him and get him or 
her. It is now up to everyone to 
get busy. The starting gun has 
been fired. 

It has been publicly reported that 
the Chairman of the Local Commit- 
tee at Cleveland was allowed a com- 
mission of 30% on all collections he 
made. My view is that when a city 
invites an association to hold its 
convention there and the citizens 
contribute liberally toward the en 
tertaiument of their guests, it should 
be a matter of civic pride in the local 
committee to see that every dollar 
went for the purpose for which it 
was contributed. It would seem that 
this policy of a " rake off" is ttuwise 
if not dishonest. The purpose of a 
city in inviting conventions is to ad- 
vertise that city, to make the visitors 
feel that there is no city quite as fine 
and hospitable as that particular city 
and the Local Committee, who are 
presumably citizens of that city, 
should take pride in the opportunity 
offered them to boost their home 
town To this end public- spirited 
citizens contribute and they expect 
their representatives to decorate 
visitors with badges, give them 1 
time and arrange accommodations for 
them in a manner that will reflect 
glory upon that city I had hoped 
to adjust this matter privately, but 
it has been made public. I would 
like the members of the Association 
to dispassionately and with kindness 
and consideration discuss this ques- 
tion in the Journal, and settle for 
all the time whether such a pro- 
cedure is to be countenanced.. The 
report of the Local Committee has 
not been submitted to the President 
as yet. When it is submitted it will 
be published, and possibly it would 
be well to publish it in a Cleveland 
paper) to show the people who con- 
tributed just where their money 
went. The affairs of the National 
Association must be conducted in a 
manner that will court the utmost 
publicity. Mind, gentlemen and 
ladies, this is not written to start a 
scrap. We want peace and harmony, 
and if this matter can be discussed 
with moderation and wisdom, it will 
go far to show just how deep-rooted 
peace and harmony are in the As- 
sociation. Many of our best men 
and women have refused to join the 
Association in the past, because of 
dissensions. Mr. Beadcll writes : 
" All the same, you can not blame 
me for keeping outside the purlieus 
filled with dust and hair, scraps of 
clothing and sections of cuticle. A 
felly does not have to join arf as- 
sociation to get into Double, it is 
laving for him just around every 
corner, and lie can have it for no- 
thing." Hut he adds : " I see by 
your pronuncimentos that you pro- 
pose to have Peace, even though you 
to kick the liver out of Hum 
ginks who would disturb it. So I 
am putting down my one iron man 
on the white. Let 'er whirl I" Mr. 
Headed has the right spirit and the 
correct ideas. Cleveland will please 
take notice and simmer down.

I became deaf when I was six 
years old. Soon after that, early in 
the seventies, my mother took 
see Dr. Alexander Graham Bell, who 
who was at that time teaching visible 
b to a small class of deaf children 
in Hoston. She afterwards took pri- 
vate lessons from him in order to 
help me keep up my speech, until an 
epidemic among the Boston horses 
iali/.ed ti I itiou and pre- 

I her from going to bin again. 
One of the things she learned was 
that the sign language should nevei 
ed in my instruction, 
I n< 1 to a school for the 

until I was I vears old, 

but I had two governesses, each of 



whom had been recomended to my 
mother by Dr. Bell, and after them a 
private tutor. My last governess, 
who had taught the deaf for many 
years when she became my gover- 
ness, was an ultra pure-oralist. 
Under no circumstances would she 
allow me to make natural signs, 
and whenever I asked her the 
meaning of a word and she would not 
explain it without resorting to signs, 
she would shake her head, saying: 
"You will come to understand it 
by and by." 

When I was fifteen years old I 
told my mother that I thought I 
could make better progress at some 
school for the deaf, such as Clarke 
School at Northampton, Massachu- 
setts, as I would have classmates to 
compete with, and she readily fell in 
with the idea. She first took me to 
Northampton, but the principal of 
the school there did not think I was 
proficient enough in lip reading to 
go in the class I otherwise should be 
in; if I wanted to enter her school I 
should have to be put in a much 
younger class, which idea, of course, 
did not appeal to me. On our way 
back to Boston, we changed cars at 
Springfield and it was there that I 
saw, for the first time in my life, two 
deaf-mutes talking in the sign lan- 
guage. They did it in such an un- 
graceful way, at the same time mak- 
ing faces, that I was very much dis- 
gusted, so much so that I became a 
strong pure-oralist. It was not until 
after I went to school for the deaf 
that I learned that one could make 
signs in a very graceful way and it was 
not at ad necessary to make faces. 
After our return to Boston, my 
mother took me to Horace Mann 
School, but the result of our talk 
with the principal was the same as 
with the Northampton principal. 
The principal of the Providence (R. 
I.) School for the Deaf was then 
called to Boston by telegraph. 
After examining me, he advised my 
mother to have a college graduate 
teach me at home and she agreed 
with him. That fall I had for mv 
private tutor a Mr. Alfred C. ll.md, 
who was a Yale graduate. No bet- 
ter choice could have been made and 
I became very fond of him. After a 
while he persuaded my mother to 
let him use the manual alphabet, so 
he could spell any word I failed to 
make out in reading his lips. In 
that way I got along much better 
and took more interest in my studies 
than I did under my former gover- 
nesses. 

When Mr. Hand had taught me 
for a year, he resigned his position in 
order to study for the ministry, 
much to my parents' disappointment 
as well as my own. In the fad I 
again expressed my desire to go to a 
school for the deaf, and no sooner 
had my father returned home from 
his travels with one of my brothers 
than my mother spoke to him of it 
and he went away again to visit 
Kendall School at Washington and 
Pan wood School at New York. On 
his return he told me that he had 
decided upon Kendall School as the 
best one for me. I asked him if the 
inguage was used there. He 
wisely evaded my question bv reply- 
ing that speech and lip-reading were 
taught there. As a member of ihe 
State Legislature, he had been on a 
standing committee which visited 
the State institutions for the deaf oc- 
casionally, and from what he had 
observed there and from his talks 
with the superintendent, he had 
formed the opinion that the combined 
system produced letter results than 
the pure-oral method, and he was 
anxious that I should try it. But he 
knew my prejudice against the sign 
language and thought it best for me 
not to know that it was used at 
Kendall School until after he had 
taken me there, when he could per- 
suade me to stay. Within a day or 
two I went with him to Washington. 
St I was delighted with Ken- 
dall Green where the school and Gal- 
laudet College are, for it is one of 
the most beautiful spots in Wash* 
ingtou; but I was soon much disap- 
pointed to find the sign language 
used there. However my father per- 
suaded me to try the combined sys- 
tem for a year and see how I got 
along, and I did not wish to dis- 
appoint him, especially as he had 
traveled so much and was plainly 
worn out, so 1 acquiesced. 

I was put in the Advsna 

High Class, taught by the principal, 

who was one of the 

finest teachers of the deaf in the 

country. It was then that I com- 



menced learning the sign-language 
for the first time, and before long 
I saw its real usefulness, especially 
in that I could enjoy lectures which 
I never could under the pure oral 
method. My mother was at first 
displeased on learning that the sign- 
language was used at Kendall 
School, but before long she noticed 
a decided improvement in my Eng- 
lish ; and as my speech did not suf- 
fer in the least, since I attended an 
articulation class for half an hour 
every day, she became an enthusias- 
tic advocate of the combined system 
before the end of the first year there. 
I made much better progress than 
ever before, learning more than 
twice as much in the same length of 
time under the combined system as 
I did under the pure-oral method. 
From Kendall School, I entered 
Gallaudet College and graduated. 

I believe that an, opportunity 
should be given to all deaf children 
to learn to speak, but that when any 
of them fail to make satisfactory 
progress within a reasonable length 
of time, as a considerably large per- 
centage of them, especially of the 
cougeuital deaf, certainly will fail, 
no more time should be wasted in 
trying to make them speak, for it 
will be worse than useless. Some 
years ago. when I visited the Hart- 
ford School for the Deaf, I noticed 
that one of the pupils in a primary 
class was much larger and older 
than the rest. The teacher explain- 
ed that the boy had recently been 
transferred from the Northampton 
School, where they had wasted 
eleven years of his life trying to 
teach him to speak, but with little or 
no success, keeping him in the same 
class most of the time; but that since 
he entered the Hartford School, he 
had been doing remarkably well, for 
despite his inability to learn to speak, 
be was really a bright boy. If he 
had lieen put in Hartford School 
after his first or second year at 
Northampton, he would in all likeli- 
hood have graduated long ago 
Such cases as this are by no means 
exceptional. My own experience at 
Northampton and Horace Mann 
School mentioned alcove proves the 
same in a different way. Moreover, 
it is a fact that comparatively few 
orally taught deaf succeed in passing 
the entrance examination at Gal- 
laudet College, and still fewer gradu- 
ate at ad, not because they possess 
lower intellect than the others, but 
because more time has been spent on 
their speech than on their education. 

There is but one inevitable con- 
clusion : The pure-oral method means 
speech with or without education, 
while the combined system means 
education with or without speech. 
b is a most desirable acquire- 
ment if coupled with education, for 
education is of vastly more impor- 
tance to the deaf in the battle of life, 
even more so than to the hearing 
themselves, since they can get along 
without it and the deaf can not.

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A PSN SKSTCU OF THR FLORIDA SCHOOL 
FOR THE DBAF AND BLIND.

St. Augustine, November 22.— Of all 
the public institutions maintained by the 
State of Florida, the sdniiuistrati.

rida School for the Deaf and Blind than to 
any other of its worthy institutions.

Vp to four years ago, the blind and deaf 
children of the State bad been hou.-. 
educated in a group of inadequate and un- 
safe wooden structures, costing in all about 
$15,000, where the faculty and pupils strug- 
gled for advantage against many handicaps 
and where the lives of the poor unfortunate 
little ones were more or less in dam 
pecially from fire at any time.

appropriations sufficient to provide the 
blind and deaf children with educational 
buildings which are alike an advantage to 
the pupils and a credit to the State of Flo- 
rida.

Mr. Editor :— Tbe matter of col- 
lecting and handling the funds for 

the entertaining of Ihl mhers al 

almost every con vein ion of the Na 
tional Association of the Deaf, has 
been a constant source of friction 
and ruol ion, and with no end ol 
scandal attached, and it is about 
time some method is found to curb 
it as well as to put a cnu to th 
travaga.nl waste of the money in the 
hands of the local Committee on ar 
ratigemenls. Because the money 
comes chiefly from hearing people, 
the committee usually thinks il can 
do with il as il pleases and in many 
cases spends a goodly sum for Ihe 

entertainment of their particular 

friends, and not on the members al 
large, attending the convention. 

At a former convention there was 
a balance on hand which the chair- 
man refused to turn over to the As- 
sociation, and this brought about an 
amendment making the local com 
mittee responsible lo the president. 
It was thought that 'his would help 
mailers and bring about harmonious 
relations, but il hasn't. After the 
Colorado Spring Convention the bal- 
ance the local committee had on 
hand was turned over td the Endow 
merit Fund, and this brought about 
a tilt with the incoming President 
who wanted to use it foi printing 

the proceedings. Now we have a 

fresh scandal on our hand, disgust 
ing in the extreme, but until the 

Cleveland Committee files its Itemis- 
ed report, ami print it lu tbe Jour- 
nal or in tbe proceedings, as it. is 
customary lo do, let us all suspend 
judgement. 

But, there are some inperliment 
guestions that rises to my mind 
time and again that I believe the 
public OUght tO know at once. 

There was $1200 collected at Oleve
